Japanese Captain Tells 
How His Ship Ran Aground

The master of the 7,613-ton-~ Japanese freighter Meikei Maru 
which sank on-Monday after running on to an underwater 
rock 300 miles from Hongkong arrived this morning aboard 

_another Japanese ship Meian Maru which rescued him. 


Unexpectedly strong currents, bad weather, and the radar going 
out of order were the main reasons for the mishap, Captain 
Genkichi Kawamaru said. : 


The Meikel Maru sank at 
6.35 p.m. after all the forward 
holds of the ship had taken in 
water. 


Captain Kawamaru and other 
members of the crew saw the 
last of the ship which went 
down bow first, 


Repairs Fail 


The master arrived _ this 
morning with his chief officer, 
chief engineer, first enaincer, 
store keeper, quarter muster, 
No. 1 oiler and chief operator. 


The rest of the crew of the 
Meikei Maru arrived yesterday 
‘evening, in the Japanese ship 
Seikou Maru. : 

Captain Kawamaru said the 
radar was found to be out of 
order after the ship left Japan 
on its way to Hongkong. The 
chief operator tried to repair it 
but in valn. 

When the Meikel Maru was 
about to enter the passage be- 
tween Koto-Syo and Gadd Rock 
southenst of Formosa early’ on 
Sunday, the master eald, the 
visibility was so poor that he 
had to return ‘on the course at 
3.30a.m. An hour after, at day- 
light, he resumed the voyage.
